“I think that it is an obvious effort 
to create an alibi and to throw the 
blame on the business world,’ McNarv 
declared. contending that the present 
recession would be handled in an “open 
and frank manner” 

McNary contended that business 
needs a “breathing spell’ from govern- 
mental control and the possibility of 
future policies which might expand 
that control.

Mr. Hughes was a native of Indiana.

family. 

He was married at Reno im 1881 to 
Mary A.Carroll. Mrs. Hughes passed on 
about five years ago.

where Mr. Hughes purchased the Pop- 
|lar Knoll ranch. 


It was while living at the ranch that 
Mr. Hughes won election to his first 
term on the county Board of Super- 
visors. The family moved to Placerville 
about 1909 and Mr. Hughes won re- 
election to the county board amd served 
as Supervisor during the time when
